More than 2,000 communists are dying each 
day in South Vietnam during the savage fighting 
in the streets of provincial capitals this week. The 
U.S. command in Saigon said this morning that the 
Red death toll is 12,704—all cut down since last 
Monday’s Tet truce period was shattered. 

The death figure was four times the normal 
size for a five-day period and it looked huge 
against admitted Allied losses — 933 killed and 
3,483 wounded. South Vietnam lost 661 of the 
Allied death total. 

Untold thousands of civilians are dyipg in 
those streets, too, but figures were not available 
ior them.

copters. 

Reports reaching Saigon said 
Communist armies were In par¬ 
tial control of at least three 
major province capitals In the 
countryside. 

SOVIET MADE 

The rocket attack on the Da 
Nang runways came at 3:10 
i.m. today as 30 powerful 122- 
millimeter (4.8-inch diameter) 
missiles exploded on the south¬ 
east part of the runway area, 
damaging die strip slightly. The 
Soviet - made rockets have a 
range of about eight miles. 

Sporadic firing was reported 
In several areas of Saigon and 
Its suburbs during the night 
U.S. helicopters firing rockets 
raked a force of about 200 
guerrillas in an area south of 
Cholon, the city’s Chinese dis¬ 
trict where fierce battles blared 
Friday around a Buddhist 
pagoda. 

TRAGIC SIDELIGHT 

There were some tragic side¬ 
lights. The Christian and Mis¬ 
sionary Alliance said five 
American missionaries . were 
slain in a Viet Oong assault 
against Ban Me Thuot, 160 miles 
north of Saigon. Two other mis¬ 
sionaries were wounded, one 
was captured and another was 
renorted missing, 

The Canadian mission, with 
headquarters in Toronto, said 
its outpost at.palat may also 
have been overrun. Dr. and Mrs. 
3ohn Hall of Ottawa, Rev. and 
Mrs. Robert Henry of Hamilton 
and Rev. and Mrs. Paul Ellison 
of Ottawa are known to be part 
of the mission.

election to the hospital board,” 
added Dr. Wallace. 

(Both the Canadian and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Medical Associa¬ 
tions have stated that doctors 
should have the same rights as 
any other citizen in seeking ejec¬ 
tion to a boapftal board.)

More than 2,000 communists are dying each 
day in South Vietnam during the savage fighting 
in the streets of provincial capitals this week. The 
U.S. command in Saigon said this morning that the 
Red death toll Is 12,704—all cut down since last 
Monday’s Tet truce period was shattered. 

The death figure was four times the normal 
size for a five-day period and it looked huge 
against admitted Allied losses — 933 killed and 
3,483 wounded. South Vietnam lost 661 of the 
Allied death total. 

Untold thousands of civilians are dying in 
those streets, too, but figures were not available 
for them.

Election Rulins Criticized

A ruling by Health Min¬ 
ister Black illustrates that 
the annual meeting of 
Royal Jubilee Hospital is a 
“farce” and a “window- 
dressing," one erf the doc¬ 
tors on its medical staff 
said Friday night 
Dr. G. Scott Wallace wai 
commenting on Mr. Black'* de¬ 
cision that doctors cannot qualify 
for election to the hospital’* 
board of directors because, as 
the health mlitister said, toey 
are “interested parties." 

Dr. Wallace pointed out that 
the memben of Royal Jubilee 
—the people who have a voice 
in the affairs of the publicly- 
owned hospital after they have 
paid a J5 membership fee- 
asked Mr. Black to change Jubi¬ 
lee's bylaw* so doctors could 
seek elec hen to the board. 

SAME BIGHTS 
"This request has been denied 
by Mr. Black who, apparently 
in his wisdom and lack of trust 
of physicians, knows better than 
the members of the Corporation 
of Royal Jubilee Hospital who 
have stated at three successive 
annual meetings that they favor 
having physicians eligible for 
election to the hospital board,” 
added Dr. Wallace. 

(Both the Canadian and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Medical Associa¬ 
tions have Mated that doctors 
should have the same rights as 
any other citizen in seeking elec¬ 
tion to a hospital board.) 

COMFUCUC DISREGARD' 

Dr. Wallace continued: 

•"Hie decision of the minister 
of health shews his complete, 
disregard for the wishes of the 
members of the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital and illustrates that 
Jubilee’s annual meeting is a 
farce and no more than window 
dressing to satisfy the legal re¬ 
quirements of the hospital.
